THE ASSASIN. 
POSITIVE STATEMENT THAT THE SENTENCE 
OF THE COURT BELOW WILL BE SUSTAINED. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 14.—The Post of 
Monday will have the followmg positive 
statement: 

Chief-Justice Cartter and Judges MacArthur, 
Hagner, and James held a consultation Satur- 
day summing up the argumeats of counsel in 
the application of Guiteau for a rehearing. The 
consultation lasted four hours, and was marked 
by the most searching examination of authori- 
ties, and a most rigorous analysis 
of every point made in the ab 
guments. The Judges were in 
thorough harmony all through, and 
in reaching a decision, not for one minute 
differing in the general steps by which the de- 
cision was reached, although, of course, each 
Judge had individual opinions on the various 
points of law and their application. 

The decision is to be announced May 22. The 


decision affirms the sentence of the court be- 
low, ot course overruling the exceptions. 


This disposes of Guiteay's last chance. He 


will be hanged June 30, 1882.

SELLING CHEAP TRINKETS. 


Rings and Pinas by the Bushell, and 
Watches by the Gross-Four Floors of 
a Big Buitdine Filled with the Gew- 
gaws—-The Protis io the Basiness— 
How the Stuff is Made.

“ What can you let me have on this watch?” 

The speaker was a young mat of 2, and the 
person addressed wis & pawnbdroker in the 
Bowery. The young mat detached what ap- 
peared to be a heavy gold watch from a flashy 
chain that extended across the breast of his 
vest and iaid it ou the greasy counter, The 
pawabroker picked it up, but, without opening 
it toexamine the works, handed it back with 
the remark: * My‘triend, this ig fot a jonk- 
shop. You have made a mistake in the place. 
The nearest junk-shop is in Mulberry street.” 

The young wan replaced fis watch, and as he 
did so displayed several massive rings on bis 
fingers.

A POSSIBLE NEW FOR GUITEAU. 

Ineredible as it may seem, there is graye 
reasoii te fear that the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia in bang will set aside 
the verdict in the Guiteau case and order a 
new trial The grounds of reversal, if it 
shall be ordered, will be either want of juris- 
diction or the admission of improper testi- 
mony, or both. Mr. Reed put great stress 
upon these points, and is confident that the 
court will Sustain him in beth. His natural 
bias in favor of his own arguments deprives 
his judgment as to the probable action of the 
court of value. If there were nothing else 
to base an opinion upon, there would be no 
reason to. doubt the result. But it is under- 
stood that disinterested lawyers, holding re- 
lations mere or less confidential to some of 
the Judges, are conyinced that the verdict 
wiil be set aside, aa 

The plea of want of jurisdiction is less 
dangerous than the other. If, the comments 
and questions of the Judges during the argu- 
ments are accepted as having any weight, 
they would be as conclusive in favor of the 
jurisdiction of the court as they would be 
against the propriety of admitting the testi- 
mony objected to. Butit would be unsafe 
and absurd to attach importance to anything 
that came frém the bench on the rehearing, 
either in the way of casual remark or in that 
of interrogatories. The only real source of 
apprehension arises from. the statements of 
lawyers of eminence who are supposed to be 
in a position to know what they are talking 
about. 

The testimony objected to is that of Mrs. 
Dunmire, the divorced wife of Guitegu. She 
was asked whether during the five years she 
had lived with the assasin she had ever seen 
evidences of insanity in him. She answered 
that she had not. The court is expected to 
hold that the testimony of a wife against her 
husband can under nocircumstances be com- 
petent, and that this particular testimony 
was so prejudicial to him as to entitle him to 
a new trial. 

Ordinarily a wife may not testify against 
her husband, but there are facets connected 
with this testimony which make it unimpor- 
tant, so that the granting of anew trial on that 
ground alone would be a public scandal and 
disgrace, Mrs. Dunmire was the divorced wife 
of Guiteau. If she was prejudiced against 
him that fact was fully known to the jury 
and went to them with the evidence. The 


faint objection, and did not note an exception. 
Moreover, her testimony a8 to Guiteau’s san- 
ity was negative. It amounted to saying 
that he was not insane. This was not ma- 


© 1 licions, or prejudicial, or calculated to dam- 


age the defendant in the minds of the jury. 
Finally, -Mrs. Dunmire’s testimony was 
cumulative. The case and the record would 
have been complete without it. -Guiteau 
would have been found guilty if it had not 
been, admitted. . 

American criminal jurisprudence has al- 
ready been sufficiently discredited. For the 
sake of the honor of our courts and the 
good names of our Judges, it is to be hoped 
that Guiteau is not to haye a new trial for 
the frivolous reasons alleged. Reed is con, 
fident that he will have a new trial, but if he 
does not the Lilinois lawyer will employ all 
the cunning artifices which his practice has 
taught him to postpone, if not to prevent, the 
punishment of the assasin. There will bean 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, astay of proceedings, and a demand 
for a respit from President Arthur. The 
ehances that the assasin will be executed on 
the appointed day are diminishing. Justice 
halts and the patience of the people is nearly 
exhausted. Respect for the laws and courts 
has been impaired. If there is no lawful 
power in this country to punish an assasin 
of the character of Guiteau for the murder 
of the Chief Magistrate of the Nation in open 
day in the presence of many witnesses, there 
would seem to be no reason why Criminal 
Courts as at present organized, with thé rules 
of evidence and practice now in force, should 
continue to exist. 

Later information is to the effect that the 
Judges reached a unanimous conclusion 
after a four-hours’ consideration of the argi- 
ments presented, and that their decision 
affirms the jurisdiction and ,sentence 
of the court. The Washington Post 
is ‘the authority fdr this statement, 
whieh is mede with such absolute positive- 
ness as to indicate that it is based upon au- 
thentic information. If it is true that a 
decision has been reached by the court en 
banc, it is altogether probable that the nat- 
ure of the decision has been divulged, al- 
though the official announcement is to be 
withheld until one week from today, and that 
the Post’s information is correct.

THE NEW AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 

There is always a pressure upon Congress 
to increase the number of offices, raise the 
salaries attached to those already in exist- 
ence, and enlarge the dignity, scope, and im- 
portance of the higher places. Clerks aspire 
to be chiefs, chiefs to be Commissioners, and 
Commissioners to be Secretaries. Divisions 
strive to be converted iuto bureaus, and 
bureaus into departments. Most of the in- 
dependent branches of the Executive Goy- 
ermment have grown out of the ambition of 
some individual for new honors. This is 
the explanation of the law which was re- 
cently passed by the House of Representa- 
tives, and which will probably receive the 
prompt concurrence of the Senate, creating 
a new department for the Government and 
adding a new member to the Cabinet on the 
basisof the Bureauof Agriculture. Itisonly 
a few years since this branch of the Govern- 
inent was started as a subordinate bureau in 
the interior Department; then it was given ap 
independent positi®n, and a Commissioner 
was placed at its head; now it develops into a 
full-fledged department with three bureaus, 
a Secretary entitied to sit in the Cabinet 
meetings, and employés and expenses that 
will increase even beyond the accretion of 
new dignity. The late Commissioner, Mr. 
Le Due, was indefatigable in his efforts to 
build up a department out of the bureau 
over which he presi but Mr. Loring, the 
present Commissioner, seems destined to en- 
joy the fruits of Le Duc’s labor. bill 
provides that the new Secretary shall be “an 
experienced and practical . ‘3 
This requirement may be observed in se- 
lection of one or two of the earlier Secre- 
taries of Agriculture, but it will become a

If a man like Pasteur could be secured 
as the head of this bureau it might be of 
vast service to the farmers and stock-raisers 
of the country; but, as such an event is not 
to be expected, it can only be hoped that 
somebody wil! be found who will be suffi- 
ciently intelligent and progressive to give 
the country the full benefit of the latest sci- 
entific discoveries as they are revealed, The 
third bureau is that of Lands and Statistics, 
which is charged especially with the re 
sources of lands for stock-raising, the céllec- 
tion of crop reports, and investigations into 
the best means for protecting our forests. 
All this has the appearance of a very com- 
prehensive undertaking, but the fact is that 
the same work has been going on for a num- 
ber of years under the auspices of a bureau 
and a Commissioner, and its transfer to a de- 
partment and a Secretary seems only de- 
signed to afford an additional member of the 
Cabinet and an increase of positions and sal- 


| aries. 


If a new and independent executive de- 


partment was to be created it would have 
been much wiser in Congress to relieve the 


interior Department of some of the inco 
herent elements of which it is now composed, 
and attempt a rearrangement of bureaus un- 
der two departments with something like a 
correspoudenee of interests and concentra- 
tion of responsibility. As it is, there will 
remain a number of subordinate btreaus to 
strive for the dignity of the department in- 
dependence and a revresentation in the Cab- 
inet. Success in this direction will always 
depend upon the ambition, enterprise, and 
lobbying capacity of the aspiring chief or 
Commissioner. 

BRITISH TAXATION AND REVENUE. 

We have already published in detail the 
official statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the British Government during the 
year 1881-82 ending March 31, 1882. The total 
receipts were $429,110,000, and the expendi- 
tures were $425,500,000, showing a surplus ot 
$3,500,000,

Mr. Gladstone stated that in consequence

The system of taxation in England is so 
perfect that the revenue can De increased to 
meet a deficiency orto mect any unfore- 
seen expenditure by the addition of a penny 


} in the pound to the rate of income tax, in 


the addition of sixpence or a shilling to the 
rate of any of the excise taxes; and when 
there is a surplus the revenue for the next 


year can be reduced to the extent of the sur- 


plus by the reduction of the existing rate of 
any of the objects of taxation. The rule 
there is to keep the revenue down as closely 
as possible to the expenditures, and as the 
revenue increases from the annual increase 
of business the tax is accordingly reduced 
for the coming year. By this process the 
taxes on imported articles have all been re- 
pealed except on four or five articles, and 
the excise taxes have been greatly reduced, 
and in many cases repealed, during the last 
twenty years. The London Standard thus 
gives some particulars of the policy of tax- 
ing spirits and other intoxicating beverages, 
and the results in England may be instruct- 
ive to those in this coun ry who are demand- 
ing the repeal of all tax on spirits, and that 
the American policy should be free whisky. 
The Standard, reviewing Mr. Gladstone’s 
budget for the present year, contains the fol 
lowing: 

The examination into the results of the con- 
version of the malt tax into a beer duty ieads to 
a faiciy satisfactory conclusion. It is true that 
the brewers com piain that Mr. Gladstone pitched

If there were many more such 
places murderers would have unrestrained 
freedom, or would not be exposed to any 
severer penalty than to serve as studies for 
the Boston school of culture, So great is 
the sympathy in that city for all that is re- 
puisive, and law-breaking, and dangerous 
that it is a thousand pities the Apachés, and 
Guiteaus, and ali the murderous cranks in 
the country could not be collected there and 
kept there in close and loving communion 
with its culture, 
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A Lonpon dispatch says that on and after 
Monday, May 22, cable tariffs from New York 
and Canada to the United Kingdom, France, 
and Germany will be inereased to 50 eents 
per word.

That Nat- 
ure should always urge forward implies a wise 
choice, a subiime pian, and the eredulity that 
can assign to chemistry such a nobie choice is

No scientific theory can explain the quan- 
tity of thought inthe universe—the myriads of 
adaptations such as bespeak a formative in- 
teliligence, and the lesser credulity is certainiy 
on the side of the one who believes in the per- 
sonal Creator of our common religion.

Against the faith in a personal Creator the ma- 
chine-like operations of natural agencies are 
coustaptiy o themseives, But man sees 
and bas seen too little of the vast expanse of 
time to warrant him ip speaking of the action of 
natural causes. Man's historic J oe is only 
5,000 or 6,000 years, and forms no adequate datum 
from which to make an inference as to those mili- 
ions of years which preceded the existence of 
man. If tremendous and sudden events are de- 
sirable evidences of a Creator there bave beeno 
enogugb of these in-the hidden past. The carth 
has changed its climate; it has sunk its counti- 
nents and has again lifted them up: it has changed 
its plants and trees; it bas been burned with fire 
until its rocks were melted, and it has 
been swept over by mountains of ice; it has 
changed its animais and birda, and at last has 
approached a miracie amazing enough to serve 
for al] time as abundant evidence of God—that 
miracie was the appearance of man. Here was 
a wouderful ioterruption of natural cause and 
effect, The stories about Lot's wife and Noah's 
ark, and about Samson's strength and Daniel's 
rescue from lions migbt be legends and ma 
have known no exact realityin the march 
events, but no criticism can reduce the appear- 
ance of man to legeod. The human race is here 
as an immense fuct and the miracie is complete. 
If you will examine man—his mind, bis heart, nis 
language, bis music, his literature, his home, his 
machinery, his joys, his longings—you wiil 
wonder what else a Creator could do 
to make known His existence and power.

Life and Education. | 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas preached yesterday 
morning to a large cougregation at the People’s: 
Church. His theme was “ Life and Education.” 
Following is the sermon; 

Furthermore, we bave bad fathers of our flesh 
which corrected ua, and we give them reverence; 
shail we not muob rather be in subjection to the 
Father of spirits, and live?—Heb., zii., 9. 

This is our second state of existence. The first 
was with our mothers—God bless them—who 
gave us being. Birth brought us into the larger 
world where we begen our separate or individual 
lives. At first we were wholly unconscious; 
knew not that we were; knew nothing of our sur- 


earth upon which we had come to dwell. 

Then gentty—as gently breaks the morning or 
as fall the evening shadows—dawned the twilight 
of life. We felt the hands that caressed, we 
heard the low, sweet voices, we dimly saw the 
faces that bent near. We rested in a bosom the 
depths of whose love we could not know; we 
bad entered upon a life and a world, the mean- 
ing, the mystery, the magnitude of which we 
did not dream. Beyond infancy came childhood 
and youth. We were boys and girls in the piay- 
room, and the yard, and the school. 

Here the scene began to enlarge. The powers 
and faculties that had been but siumbering po- 
tentialities began to awaken. We found we had 
bodies, feet, ana hands to walk ang work, and 
we felt the swift currents of physical life rising 
and swelling in our veins. We found we had 
minds—we could learn, we could rewémber, we 
could reason. And the sentiments of love and 
right came forth, and we found we had hearts. 

Now here we became conscious—possibly un- 
pleasantly so—of anuther thing, that was 
government, restraint, discipline, correction, 
chastisement. “We have had fathers of our 
flesh who corrected us.”

Dealers in household furniture are now divid- 
ed into two camps, in One of which are those 
who commend the old Engiisb styles that have 
been revived under the names of Gothic, 
Elizabethan, Neo-Jacobean, Queen Anne, etc., 
and these are the fashions that now wost large- 
ly prevail.

DR. LAMSON. 


His Own Account of His Use of Morphia 
and Atropia, and Their Effect upon 


Him. 

London Standard, April 27.” 

When Mr. Austin, from the office of Mr. Mills, 
the convict’s aplicitor, visited him in Wands- 
worth Jail yesterday, he found that the con- 
demnped man had written @n elaborate account 
of his experience of the ntal and moral met- 
amorphoses caused in him by the long-continued 
use of morphia and atropia. Lamson ia his 
communication says: ‘ 

“I did not use the first drug Alone, but in 
combination with the latter, not, as bas been 
supposed, to counteract the contracting effect 
of morphia upon the pupiis of the eye, but be- 
cause it not only enhanced the effects of mor- 
phia as a sedative, anodyne, and narcotic, but 

because it quite or quite nearly 
the sickness caused by the 
habit became formed 
having been tTtirst injected 
hypodermically by a colleague to relieve pain. 
I then took it myself, having considerabie work 
to attend to, and in order to brace myself for 
my professional duties when in pain. Aftera 
short time it became absolutely necessary to re-, 
peat the injections more frequentiy, not only 
for ph but to lull the nervous and reneral 
physi irritability, which often amounted 
to actual pain of a heavy rheumatic 
character, in the head and limbs principally, 
which occurred when the general effects had 
nearly or quite disappeared. Of course, very 
soon the doses had to larger, and it required 
asurprisingly large amount to produce sicep, 
or even serivus drowsiness. Usually the injec- 
tion to be repeated within three-quarters of 
an bour to do this, and then the sieep was of 
very short duration, and after the habit had ex- 
isted some time it left the faculties, mental and 
physical, in a most peculiar and indescribabie 
state for some hours.

The imagination 
seemed to pierce years into the future, and co- 
lossal successes or failures imagina would 
either cause a rush of warm feeling and 
joy which would even cause speech to 
be uttered and hastening of the 
gait, or a despondency im ible to real- 
ze. While in the abnormal state alluded to the 
most umaccountabie things would be said, donc, 
and thought of. Everything seemed one’s own 
Loves a right, a complete inability to draw 
istinctions between truth and falsehood. the 
real and those ideals which became realities, 
right and wrong, a loss of the knowledge of time 
and distance; in fact, to a ve great extent, 
the er of distinguishing or discrimiuating, a 
tendency, quite unconquerabie, to put off things

East-Bound Freight Shipments 
Lighter Than Ever the 
Past Week. * 


A Dreary 
and 


Reasons for the Falling 
‘Outlook for the Su 
| Fall. 


The New York, Chicago & St. Louis and 
Its New Shops at Stony 
Island. 


Another Large Decrease in East-Bound 
Freight Shipments—The Basiness Now 
Smatier than It Has Been for Many 
Years. 

The east-bound freight business\ is getting 
worse and worse. The shipments of flour, 
grain, end provisions (the principal articiés go- 
ing east from this city) during the past week 
were the lightest for any week in many years— 


> even for the corresponding week last year, 


when there was hardly any freight going for- 
ward on account of the freight-hands’ strike 
then prevailing. _Thut under such circum- 
stances the rallroads feel greatly discouraged 
need hardiy be stated, and, what makes matters 
worse, there is no prospect of a change for the 
better until the new crops come in. ‘I’here is no 
business in the West for shipment east. What 
there is will be needed for home consumption 
before the new crops are gathered, and the 
prices of grain and provisions in the West are 
consequently higher than they are in the East. 
The little business that does go forward is ail for 
immediate .consumption at interior Basteru 
points. [f there was any demand for breadstuffs 
in the East, even at lower prices than those now 
prevailing, the ra! ds would no doubt reduce 
the freight rates to stimulate business, but as 
it is, they say, a reduction in rates would not 
stimulate business in the least, as ‘there is no 
business togo forward. Besides, a reduction in 
through rates would correspondingly reduce 
the rates to interior points, and cousequently 
the little business that does go to such points 
would prove unprofitabie. 

Up to about a week ago the railroads remained 
fulieof hope in anticipation of a big crop this 
senson. But the cold and rainy weather that 


bas thus far prevailed is causing serious appre- 
hensions, and tne fear ig now expressed that the 
crops will not turn out as well as anticipated. 
Should there be a failure of crops a great many 
of the rvads will find themselves in a sad plight 
before the year is out. The financial condi- 
tion of several of them is already seriously im- 
paired, and should they not be able to do better 
in the fall they will nodoubt be forced into 
bankruptcy. By the fall, too, new competitors, 
the New York, Chicago & St. Louis and the Chi- 
cago & Atiantic, wil, bein the fleid for east- 
bound business. When an oid and established 
road like the Michigan Central is able to get but 
2,00) tons of tlour, grain, and provisions in a 
week it is bard to see how new lines, which have 
yet to establish a reputadan, will be able to se- 
cure a paying business. 

As is usvally the case when business is very 
light, the air is fulfot rumors about cutting of 
rates. The lines which happen to geta littie 
more business than the others are yy with 
having secured it by untair means. rges 
were made during the last few days that one or 
more of the Erie fast-freight lines have been 
making special rates to certain shippers. It is 
claimed that this‘ business went East over the 
Fort Wayne Road because it happens that this 
road is carrying the Duik of the business East. 
These charges, however, are strongly denied by 
those accused. The Furt Wayne officials point 
to their record as baving been most faithful in 
observing the tariff rates when it was known 
that other roads were cutting them. They 
say they have no opject § in cuttiog 
rates, as they are now far abead of their allotted 
percentages, and they would accept no business 
from fast-freight lines operating over their 
road known to bave been secured at cut rates. 
More than a week ago the Fort Wayne officials 
issued orders to their freight agents to make no 
efforts to get business, because their line is now 
so far ahead of its allotted share of the business. 
It is —_— certain that the Fort Wayne has 
faith a maintained the rates, and that it bes 
done no to secure an undue share of the 
business. he regular statementof business 
carried by this road shows that it has carried 
meee provisions, and it bas always been a 
favorit live with provision shippers. 

An effort was to have been made during the 
past week to agree upon pew percentages, and 
put the new east-bound pool into effect, but for 
some reason or other nothing was done. Kk is 
claimed that it will be impossible to maintain 
the rates much longer and prevent avother 
freight war, unless the east- bound pools are per- 
fected and the business equitabiy divided among 
the various lines. But the great obstacie in the 
way of carrying out the new pool is the inability 
of the roads to agree upon percentages. The 
Fort Wayne and Grand Truak Koads bave made 
application for increased percentages, on the 
euee that their facilities bave been largeiy 
ncre . Vanderbilt roads, however, are 
unwilling to have their percentages reduced, 
which would have to be done if the claim of the 
other roads was ailowed. They want the busi- 
ness divided upon the basisof the business 
carried during 1880, as tirst agreed upon. But 
the anti- Vanderbilt roads contend that the Van- 
derbilt lines can no longer command 6 share 
of the business they carried during 1880, and 
they point to the reduced shipments of these 
roads during the last few months tosubstantiate 
their asser . he total amount of flour, 
grain, and’provisions carried cast from this city 
during the week ending May 13, by the six lines 
running east from this city, amounted to 17,848 
tons, against 21,835 tons forthe week previous. 
During the corresponding week last year, when 
ail the freight-handiers in the city were on a 
strike, and but very little could be forwarded, 
the shipments frum this city amounted to 19,426 
tons.

Coming down the river one evening this week 
on one of the palatial steamers that ply its 
waters, a: Commercial representative had related 
to him.a romance in real life, verifying the con- 
stancy of true love and the old adage 
that truth is ofttimes. stranger than fiction.

Under these circum- 
stances it was not strange that the Principal be- 
came infatuated with his lovely pupil, and the 
infatuation was equally as doap upon ber part. 
As they became more deeply invoived ia love's 
meshes, Farney pro d and wus accepted. 

Itisan ancient saying that there are always 
obstacles in the way of true love, and it was ex- 
empiitied in this instance. The parents of the 
young lady. who were of aristuwcratic descent, 
bitter! ppposer the actenuon of warmer toward 
their daughter. aifd they finally prevailed upon 
her to break the engagement, though she de- 
clared that oved only Farney, and 
would ao other. Farney 
lost all work from 
that moment, tendered his resignadon, and 
stated his resolution to leave. He asked the 
privilege of a last interview with his beloved, 
which was granted. What was said istoo sacred 
to relate bere, but asa last favor he requested 
her to sing that tender song of Burns.

As the meiody died away he clasped her in bis 
arms, along, passionate kiss upon her 
lips, and left the house and a broken heart 
behind. Parney left the viliage on tie first 
boat that came along, and inafew days tne 
daily papers contained a brief notice of a 
drowned body having been picked up a few 
miies above Cincinaati, which, from te 
description, was identified by the residents 
of Buena Vista as their former high 
schovi Principal. The young lady. upon hearing 
of the suicide of her lover, was inconsolabie, 
aud to all outward appearances was dead to the 
pleasures of the world. Numerous suiters 
sought her band, but her steadfast devotion to 
her dead lover prevailed, ad they retired 
from the field baffled. In 1876. while on a 
visit to relatives in the famous Bilue-

the most brilliant and noteworthy affair that 
ever occurred in that region, famous for hs 
wealth and culture.

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THE COURTS. 


A Batch of Recent Supreme Court De- 
cisions. 

The Supreme Court a few days ago delivered 
anumber of opinions on questions of more or 
less public interest. An abstract of some of the 
more impertant ones is given below: 

In the case of Cook County vs. The City of 
Chicago, where an appeal was taken on the 
question of the power of the city to compel the 
county to pay a water-tax for the County Hos- 
pital, it was held that the city ordinance au- 
thorizing the Commissioner of Public Works 
to remit and rebate water-tax assessed 
against property used and oecupied 
wholiy for charitable and educational 
purposes was not imperative, but the Commis- 
sioner was left to exercise bis discretion in the 
matter. it wasaiso beld that the property of 
counties might be exempted from taxation by 
general law, but where there was no such iaw 
ali such property was subject to taxation, anda 
water-tax might be assessed. 

In the case of Cole et ail. vs. Hall, Collector, 
being an appeal from La Salle County, involving 
the question of the right to impose a license on 
dogs, it was held that the license fee, under the 
act of 1879, was not a tax, but was imposed un- 
der the police power and not under the taxing 
power of the State. and consequentiy was not 
subject to any constitutional objection. 

The case of Madeline Roth vs. Amalie Stackle 
Roth et al.. taken from Will County, was one in- 
volving the question of the marriage relation. 
It appeared that the jes to the suit were sub- 
jects of the King of Wirtemburg, and, while 
living bere, entered into the marriage relation 
in strict accordance with the jaws of this State, 
but in violauon of an ordinance or law of the 
Kingom of Wiirtemburg, declaring all such mar- 
riages in a foreign State, without the license of 
the sovereign, absolutely null and void. After 
the return of the parties to that Kingdom, and 
they had acquired a domicile there, a suit was 
brought by the busband to annul! and declare 
the marriage void, and the proper court 
baving jurisdiction by the laws of that 
country of the subject-matter and of 
both parties who appeared in the cause, 
rendered a decree deciaring the marriage sbso- 
lutely nui! and void, the effect of which there 
was not only to establish the nullity of the mar- 
riage, but also to annu! and terminate the status 
of the parties arising from a de tacto as well ds 
a de jure marriage; and the action was brought 
here by the wife to test her rights in the prem- 
ises. it was heid that the decree was conciusive 
upon the late wite, and deprived her of all 
rights aa widow or heir of ber fornter busband; 
that a marriage solemnized in this State by sub- 
jects of a foreign Kingdom was valid and bind- 
ing here, notwithstanding the marriage was in 
violation of the positive law of the Kingdom 
of which the parties were subjects; that every 
State. bas the wer to enact lawe which 
will personally bind its citizens or subjects when 
sojourning in a foreign jurisdiction, but they 
could have no extra-territorial effect so ag to 
authorize their enforcement in’a foreign coun- 
try, but upon the return of the parties violating 
them they might be enforced as if their infrac- 
tion had occurred in State enacting them; 
that a marriage in this State of subjects of a 
foreign Kingdom, valid by our laws, might be 
anuulied by the proper courts of such foreign 
country for causes not recognized by our laws; 
that ordinarily, when &@ person, upon a change 
of domicile, went to another State or country, 
the status be carried with him would 
be . recognized unless such status had 
been acquired by a viciahon of an 
express provision of the positive law of the 
State in which its recognition is asked, or was 
contrary to the spirit ana genius of its institu- 
tions; that where the court of aforeign cougtry 
has jurisdiction of the parties and subject-mat- 
ter of a suit, and this affirmatively appears, the 
juagment will be conclusive on the parties, and 
especially as affecting the status of a person; 
that it was not sufficient to assail a transaction 
to charge fraud, but the complainant must 
prove specific acts or facts to establish the fraud; 
and that a marriage and inheritance contract 
between a hus and wife, after their mar- 
riage in the Kingdom of Wirte 
firmed by the proper court 
whereby each was to bold the pro y 
ing to him or her during their joint lives as 
common property, with right of suryvivorsbip to 
the longeat liver, will not, upon the death of the
